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SEVENTH AMPHIBIOUS FORCE 


URING the 9 month period from Oc- 

tober 1944 to July 1945, the Seventh 
Amphibious Force was engaged in a con- 
tinuous series of assault landing opera- 
tions on enemy held territory in and 
around the Philippine Archipelago. Al- 
though some of 
these landings 
were made on the 
island of Borneo, 
since their pur- 
. pose was consoli- 
dation of our po- 
sition in the Phil- 
ippines, the thirty 
odd landings con- 
ducted during this 
period under the 
command of vice 
Admiral D. E. 
Barbey are con- 
sidered together 
as the Philippine 
Campaign. 

Many of the 
points of landing 
were simultaneously or so nearly so as to 
make it necessary that different ships and 
amphibious commanders be employed. All 
the operations were carried on under the 
direction of Vice Admiral Barbey as the 
Attack Force Commander. There were 
several Attack Group Commanders who 
Were in direct charge at the various 
beachheads. Principal among these, each 
commanding several of the landings, 
were Rear Adm. A. D. Struble, the late 
Rear Adm. F. B. Royal, Rear Adm. W. M. 
Fechteler and Rear Adm. A. G. Noble. 

The campaign was under the overall 
command of General of the Army Doug- 
las MacArthur and many different troop 
units of his command were involved. 
These units are too many to be listed but 
can be divided into three general groups: 
first, those of the 6th Army under com- 
mand of General Walter Krueger ; second, 
those of the 8th Army under command of 
Lieutenant General Robert Eichelberger ; 
and third, those of the Australian Mili- 
tary Forces under command of General 
Sir Thomas Blamey. 

_ The initial phase of the campaign con- 
sisted of the assault on the Eastern shore 
of the Island of Leyte, the fight for con- 
trol of that island, and the establishment 
of a secure beachhead there for the pur- 
pose of basing further military opera- 
“ions designed to extend Allied control 
over the entire Philippine Area. During 
this phase, which lasted during October, 
November, and part of December, there 
Was heavy land fighting on Leyte Island 
and the naval forces suffered substantial 
losses from aircraft bombing and suicide 
attacks. These losses were particularly 
Severe when the naval forces were re- 
quired to pass through Surigao Strait and 
into Central Philippine waters where en- 
emy air power was strong and ours was 
Still poorly established.

Navy School Program 
Planned for Officers 


Report of the Holloway Board for the 
future supply and education of officers 
for the postwar navy was made public 
this week by Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal in his annual report to the Presi- 
dent. 

Among recommendations of the Board 
were: 

Selection of Naval aviators from high 
school graduates and subsidizing their 
education. 

Selection of Line officers on same basis. 

Increasing output from Annapolis, the 
curriculum of which would be devoted to 


fundamental concepts of science and 
technology rather than to “elaborate 


study of technical detail.” 

Equal opportunity for Academy and 
non-academy graduates in Regular Navy. 

Establishment of a General Line School 
for officers who are being promoted to 
rank of lieutenant. 

Sending some naval officers to Army 
branch schools, infantry, artillery, ete. 

A Naval Command and Staff School 
for lieutenant commanders. 

Naval War College First Course for 
commanders. 

Joint Army-Navy Industrial College or 
proposed State Department College for 
-aptains. 

Advance Course at Naval War College 
for Flag officers. 

Text of the report follows: 

Recommendations

Army Promotion by Selection 

When the Senate this week requested 
the withdrawal, for reconsideration, of 
the list of 349 lieutenant colonels con- 
firmed earlier in the week for promotion 
to the rank of colonel, Senator Hart, 
Conn., a member of the Senate Military 
Committee, urged that promotion by 
seniority in the Army should be super- 
seded by promotion through selection. 
This is the method used in the Navy, 
from which the Senator has recently been 
retired, having reached the statutory age 
for retirement. 

The rare action of withdrawal was 
taken because of the revelation that the 
officer referred to Lt. Col. James A. Kil- 
ian, was a former commander of Litch- 
field Detention Depot in England, where, 
it is charged, American soldiers were mis- 
treated. There are no charges against 
Kilian, although some others of the camp 
personnel are under court martial 
charges. 

It is also understood that members of 
the Committee are concerned over the 
War Department’s policy whereby offi- 
cers who have been temporary general 
officers are having their dates of rank 
as colonels pre-dated back to 1935 so that 
they will outrank all other colonels. They 
are also concerned, it is said, over the 
fact that thus far the War Department 
has reduced only brigadier generals, no 
major generals or lieutenant generals yet 
having been reduced, so far as publically 
announced.

War Department plans, as presented to 
Congress, envision an “over-all balanced 
force” of 4,500,000 men, including the 
military establishment of the Regular 
Army, Nationa] Guard, and Organized Re- 
serves, plus youths brought under mili- 
tary training by the peace-time draft and 
those draftees retained in the Reserve 
component. 

These plans were outlined to the House 
Military Affairs Subcommittee which is 
preparing to restudy the National De- 
fense Act in a War Department report on 
its plans for the post-war National Guard 
in which it proposes there will be 425,000 
enlisted personnel, an increase of 125,000 
over the pre-war strength. 


Retain AAF and ASF 

The War Department’s report also indi- 
cated that its present plans call for re- 
tention of the “three major forces, name- 
ly, the Army Air Forces, Army Ground 
Forces, and Army Service Forces.” Now 
this fits in with the Department’s advo- 
cacy of a separate air force under a De- 
partment of Defense is not immediately 
apparent. Also it would seem to indicate 
that no action has been approved on the 
Patch Board’s recommendation that the 
ASF be abolished. 

Following is the text of the “Basic As 
sumptions” upon which the War Depart- 
ment based the balance of its report to 
the committee: 

“1—The postwar military establish- 
ment will consist of the Regular Army, 
the National Guard of the United States 
and the Organized Reserve Corps. 

“2—Universal Military Training of one 
year for all able-bodied Americans. 

“8—After completing .the prescribed 
year of training, each army trainee will 
become a member of the Reserve Corps 
remaining in this status for a period of 
years. After their prescribed training 
they will not be subject to call for service 
or further training except during a na- 
tional emergency expressly declared by 
Congress. In lieu of the prescribed period 
of years in a reserve status, a trainee 
may volunteer for service in the Regular 
Army, Navy, or Coast Guard, in the Na- 
tional Guard, a unit of the Officers Re- 
serve Corps, or the Organized Naval or 
Marine Corps Reserve. 

“4.-The over-all balanced force for the 
postwar military establishment will be 
four and one-half million (4,500,000) 
men. 

“5—In general, no unit would be al- 
lotted to the Regular Army, other than 
required for its peacetime mission, pro- 
vided it can be equipped, trained, and 
made ready for its mobilization mission 
in time of peace, at less expense and more 
advantageously, in the National Guard or 
the Officers Reserve Corps. 

“6—The Army will continue to be predi- 
cated on the three Major Forces, namely 
the Army Air Forces, Army Ground 
Forces, and Army Service Forces. 

“7—The target established by the over- 
all troop basis for the Army of the United 
States automatically determines the per- 
sonnel strength of the Active Reserve as 
that balance remaining after deduction 
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ness.”

“Ready Air Reserve” Set 
Up in Navy & Marines 


Plans for a Ready Air Reserve of 28,700 
Naval and Marine Personnel in inactive 
duty status, to be trained in a closely in- 
tegrated program with the Regular Navy, 
have been developed under the direction 
of Admiral Mare A. Mitscher, U. 8S. N., 
former Deputy Chief of Naval Operations 
for Air. 

Fifteen Naval Air Stations in the 
United States have been designated for 
the exclusive mission of training Air 
Reserves. Seven additional air stations 
will train Reserves besides fulfilling 
other missions. 

These stations will have available the 
most modern aircraft, equipment and 
techniques as they are developed by Na- 
val Aviation, with the aim that the Re- 
serves at all times will maintain Fleet 
proficiency. 

The Ready Reserve will be composed 
of 6,100 Naval and Marine aviators, 2,800 
ground officers and 19,800 enlisted Naval 
and Marine personnel. They will be or- 
ganized into air groups, squadrons and 
units trained to man in an emergency the 
ships laid up in the Inactive Fleet, or to 
supplement squadrons of the Active and 
Reserve Fleets. Reserve Marine squad- 
rons will be organized separately in order 
to complement carriers assigned to the 
Marines and to train for operation with 
the Fleet Marine Force. 

Plans have been made to start a thor- 
ough training program for Reserves about 
1 July 1946. It will consist of 48 drill 
periods a year, With approximately 100 
hours of flying a year for pilots, and an 
annual two-week period of training at sea 
aboard carriers of the Reserve Fleet. 

All personnel organized in the Ready 
Reserve will receive pay for attending 
the required drill periods and for the 
two-week training duty. 

A Standby Reserve will also be organ- 
ized, to be composed of officers and en- 
listed personnel who cannot regularly at- 
tend the drills or otherwise qualify for 
the training to be given the Ready Re- 
serve. 

The Standby Reserve will fly and at- 
tend such drills as they can on a volun- 
tary basis, for which they will not re- 
ceive pay. Some may receive enough 
training to qualify for the two weeks of 
sea duty. 

Prior to the start of the Ready Reserve 
program in July, all Reserve aviators on 
inactive duty have been authorized to 
take refresher flight training in order to 
maintain their proficiency. They have 
been allowed two hours’ flying time a 
month for the months of January and 
February, and may be authorized more 
flying time per month for the succeeding 
four months of this fiscal year. 

This flying may be done at any of the 
Naval Air Stations designated to train 
Reserves. The 15 stations that will ex- 
clusively train Reserves are at the follow- 
ing locations : New Orleans, La.; St. 
Louis, Mo.; Minneapolis, Minn; Squan- 
tum, Mass.; New York, N. Y.; Willow 
Grove, Pa.; Atlanta, Ga.; Memphis, 
Tenn.; Dallas, Tex.; Livermore, Calif. ; 
Logs Alamitos, Calif.; Grosse Ile, Mich. ; 





Olathe, Kans. ; Glenview, Ill. ; and Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

The other seven Naval Air Stations 
that will also train Reserves are at the 
following locations: Anacostia, D. C.; 
Norfolk, Va.; Jacksonville, Fla.; Miami, 
Fla.; Seattle, Wash.; San Diego, Calif. ; 
and Hutchinson, Kans. 

Rear Adm. Edward C. Ewen, U. 8S. N., 
has been appointed Chief of Naval Air 
Reserve Training, with headquarters at 
Glenview, Ill. 

Rear Adm. Ewen expects to have about 
800 officers and 8,800 enlisted men to 
complement these stations. Most of the 
officers and men will be members of the 
Naval Reserve on active duty. If the 
commanding officer of a station is a mem- 
ber of the Regular Navy, his executive 
officer will be a member of the Reserve. 

It is anticipated that at the first the 
Ready Reserve and the Standby Reserve 
will be composed almost entirely of offi- 
cers and enlisted men who have been 
separated from the service. Anyone in 
civilian status may, however, make appli- 
cation for the Reserve. 

The Ready Reserve will concentrate 
on maintaining the Fleet efficiency of 
young aviators trained for combat duty. 
Their flight training of approximately 
eight hours each month will be prescribed 
flying. They will be trained in gunnery, 
bombing, combat and formation tactics, 
instrument flying and navigation car- 
rier landing, Communications and night 
operations. 

Non-flying billets will be filled by older 
aviators or specialists in a particular 
field. Enlisted men will receive training 
as planes’ crews or in ground duties. 

Aviatior recruits for the Ready Re- 
serve are expected to be drawn regularly 
from a proposed aviation cadet program. 
Following fleet duty under that piogram, 
enough highly trained Reserve officers 
will revert to inactive duty each year so 
that refresher training in the Ready Re- 
serve will not last more than four years. 
Officers and men who do not continue in 
the Ready Reserve will automatically be- 
come part of the Standby Reserve. 





Reorganize Pacific Fleet

Thank Gen. Marshall and the AUS 


The House this week passed a bill to 
tender the thanks of Congress to General 
of the Army George C. Marshall and the 
members of the Army of the United 
States who fought under his direction 
during the wars. 

The bill also provides that the Presi- 
dent shall present a medal to General 
Marshall in the name of the people of the 
United States. 

The resolution, which now goes to the 
Senate is as follows: 

“Resolved, ete., That the thanks of the 
American people and of the Congress be, and 
they hereby are, presented to General of the 
Army George C. Marshall, for his statesman- 
ship as a member of the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff in cementing the moral and physical 
forces of the United Nations in the common 
cause against aggression and his leadership 
in formulating and executing the global strat- 
egy of the wars; his initiative, wisdom, and 
foresight as Chief of Staff of the Army in 
conducting the expansion, equipping, train- 
ing, and deployment of the great Army of 
the United States to the high degree which 
enabled it to go directly from its training 
camps and maneuver grounds to overcome 
the strongest forces which our determined 
enemies could amass; and his selfless integ- 
rity, inflexible patriotism, and surpassing 
military genius which guided our armies di- 
rectly to the heart of the homelands of our 
enemies; and to the members of the Army 
of the United States under his direction for 
their heroic valor and unwavering loyalty 
and service throughout the wars. 

Sec. 2. The President of the United States 
is requested to cause a gold medal to be 
struck, with suitable emblems, devices, and 
inscriptions, to be presented to General 
Marshall. When the said medal shall have 
been struck, the President shall cause a copy 
of this joint resolution to be engrossed on 
parchment, and shall transmit the same, to- 
gether with the said medal, to General Mar- 
shall to be presented to him in the name 
of the people of the United States of America. 

Sec. 3. A sufficient sum of money to carry 
this joint resolution into effect is authorized 
to be appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated.” 


Fleet Admiral Leahy Decorated 


Describing him as a “tower of strength 
to me” in time of crisis, President Tru- 
man on 6 February awarded a Gold Star 
in lieu of a second Distinguished Service 
Medal to Fleet Admiral William D. 
Leahy. 

“You rendered an invaluable service to 
your very great friend and my great 
friend, my predecessor in office,” the 
President told Admiral Leahy, and add- 
ed that he (Leahy) was always there 
when President Roosevelt needed him

Radar Contact With the Moon 
by Mas. Gen. H. C. INGLes 

Chief Signal Officer of the Army 
— in January, Signal Corps 

scientists at the Evans Signal Lab- 
oratory succeeded in making radar con- 
tact with the moon. Radar pulses were 
projected from Belmar, N. J., to the moon, 
a distance of about 238,000 miles, and the 


returning echoes were unmistakably 
identified. 
This was the first time that it was 


learned with certainty that radio waves 
sent out from the earth can penetrate the 
electrically charged ionosphere which en- 
circles the earth, the celestial void, and 
whatever form of atmosphere that may 
surround the moon. It was the longest 
verified signal ever sent by man. 

From the military point of view, these 
experiments have important potentiali- 
ties, many of which remain to be ex- 
plored. Of immediate significance is the 
knowledge that radio waves in the very- 
high-frequency band have range possibili- 
ties heretofore unrealized. 

With a peak power of 50 kilowatts for 
a %-second pulse, these waves traveled 
nearly 500,000 miles with sufficient power 
to give definite responses on the radar in- 
dicating equipment. This would lead to 
the belief that greater power and more 


effective equipment will develop even 
longer ranges. ‘ 


The demonstration that waves of the 
proper frequency and power can pass 
through the ionosphere opens up possi- 
bilities for the remote control of rockets, 
missiles, and even larger devices, not only 
through the stratosphere, but in all strata 
of the ionosphere, and beyond. 

The knowledge gained from these ex- 
periments is expected to add to the science 
of meteorology as well as to radio propa- 
gation forecasting. New data will prob- 
ably be developed relating to the effect on 
very high frequency radio waves of con- 
tact with the ionosphere at different 
angles. 

The experiments are being continued 
with further modifications of the radar 
equipment for the purpose of possibly 
tracking the moon throughout its course 
with equipment employing even higher 
frequencies than those used in the initial 
tests. 





Chief of Ordnance 


The President this week recommended 
to the Senate the appointment of Maj. 
Gen. Everett S. Hughes as Chief of Ord- 
nance with the rank of Major General for 
a term of four years. He would succeed 
Lt. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, jr., who re 
tires 13 Feb. 1946. 

The President also recommended to the 
Senate the appointments of Major Gen- 
erals Gladeon M. Barnes and Henry B. 
Sayler to be assistants to the Chief of 
Ordnance with the rank of Brigadier 
General for a term of four years. 

Both General Hughes and General 
Sayler are West Point graduates and 
both served in the European theater. 
General Barnes was Chief of the Re 
search and Development Service of the 
Ordnance Department throughout World 
War II. 
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Pearl Harbor Inquiry

In most of this week’s activities by the 
Congressional committee for investiga- 
tion of Pearl Harbor the center of atten- 
tion has been Capt. L. F. Safford, a naval 
communications officer, whose direct 
testimony included declarations of a dis- 
tinctly statling nature. These were of 
fact and of conclusion as well: first. that 
the often discussed and often denied 
“sxinds execute” message (which was to 
be Tokyo's signal to distant agents that 
diplomatic relations were broken) had 
actually been intercepted by us on 4 Dec. 
1941: second, that it had been com- 
municated promptly as a war-warning to 
army and navy chiefs in Washington: 
third, that documentary evidence of this 
had later been concealed or destroyed; 
fourth, that Admiral Kimmel had been 
“framed” by certain of his superiors. 


Charges of such gravity promptly 
brought a succession of direct questions 
by the committee’s new chief counsel, 


Seth Richardson, and by committee mem- 
bers, and much of the examination was 
so severe and searching as to appear like 
an effort to upset the witness. Possibly 
as a result, there were several bursts of 
applause from numerous _ spectators, 
manifestly sympathetic with Capt. Saf- 
ford, until the committee chairman di- 
rected that there be no more demonstra- 
tions. 

While Captain Safford declined 
develop the eo point mentioned 
above, he made ?t clear that he regarded 
himself as a volunteer advocate for 
Admiral Kimmel, that he had engaged in 
that defense with full knowledge that it 
would not help his own career, but that 
nevertheless he proposed to “see it 
through.” None of the questioning shook 
his testimony on the facts as he saw 
them in any marked degree, and there 
was no room for—doubt of either his 
earnestness or his courage. 

Yet his view of the dramatic facts of 
the week before Pear] Harbor was in ap- 
parent conflict in several essentials with 
testimony previously given by several 
witnesses, and also with that of the suc 
ceeding witness, Capt. A. D. Kramer, a 
colleague in naval communications. This 
is important because it was Captain 
Kramer’s own text of “a winds message” 
that had figured in Capt. Safford’s 
recital. 

Capt. Kramer, however, denied the 
fact. Thereafter, in attempting to re- 
construct what could have taken place 
on 4 Dec. 1941, he expressed the view 
that there was indeed “a winds message” 
on that date, and that his own first im- 
pression on that day might well have 
heen that it was “the winds message,” 
long awaited, whereby Tokyo was to 
signal (in the apparently innocent lan- 
guage of a weather forecast) that diplo- 
matic negotiations with Britain, Russia, 
or America were being broken off. He 
was quite sure, however, that despite 
that initial impression, the 4 Dec. inter- 
cept proved to be actually what it ap- 
peared to be, a simple weather forecast. 
There had been six or seven such 
episodes, he recalled, and this pre- 
sumably was just one more. 

He thereupon denied sharply that any 
documents in his care had been concealed 
or destroyed; if any had been removed, 
he said, it would be only because they 
were duplicated. He also denied that any 
Warnings of the “winds execute” matter 
had gone out, there having been no rea- 
son for any. Capt. Kramer's final view, 
in brief, like that of earlier witnesses, 
and of the committee’s chief counsel and 
his predecessor, is that there was no 
“winds execute” message. 

However, the raising of this important 
Issue (and others) by Capt. Safford has 
Sreatly sharpened the inquiry. Other 
Witnesses now will be examined in detail 
on these points. Great interest attaches 
to the search which General MacArthur’s 
headquarters have already initiated at 
the Source—Tokyo itself, from which the 
winds execute” message must have 
come, if come it ever did.

Army Withholds Report 

Although the Navy Department has 
now formally requested that Secretary 
Patterson make public complete details 
with respect to the Patch Board Report, 
the latter has equally as formally denied 
the request on the grounds that the re- 
port has not as yet been approved. 

As predicted by the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL on 19 January, the Navy De- 
partment sent a letter to Secretary Pat- 
terson seeking the contents of the Patch 
Board report. Navy officials believe that 
the Army has not yet given a complete 
picture of its plans for consolidations 
within the War Department itself, al- 
though it has been a staunch supporter 
of consolidation of the two departments. 

Navy officials contend that the public 
and the Congress should be given some 
picture of what the Army has done with- 
in its own ranks, or what it intends to do. 


Promotion of Navy POW 

Senator Hart, of Conn., introduced a 
bill this week providing for the promotion 
of personnel of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard who have-been prison- 
ers of war. 

Following is the text of the proposed 
legislation : 

“That for all purposes of this Act the term 
‘prisoner of war’ shall include each officer 
and enlisted person of the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard, and of the Reserve 
Components thereof, whether living or 
deceased, who, by reason of his or her cap- 
ture by an enemy, escape or evasion from an 
enemy, or, because of his or her beng in an 
internee status, is, was, or may be separated 
from the jurisdiction of the United States at 
any time after 7 Dec. 1941. 

“2. Prisoners of war shall be promoted in

accordance with regulations prescribed by 
the President. Promotions of prisoners of 
war may be made without regard for the 


needs of the service. 

“3. Any increases of pay and allowance to 
which prisoners of war may become or have 
become entitled by reason of promotion pur- 
suant to section 2 of this Act or otherwise, 
shall be held and considered to have accrued 
retroactively to the credit of and to be pay- 
able to the prisoners of war beginning on the 
effective date of their promotion. 

“4. Nothing within this Act shall be con- 
strued as preventing the promotion of any 
person pursuant to other provisions of law, 
as reducing the pay or allowances to which 
any person may be entitled under other pro- 
visions of law, or as authorizing the promo- 
tion of officers to ranks above those of cap- 
tain in the Navy or Coast Guard or colonel 
in the Marine Corps.” 


Marine Corps Reserve Set Up 


Maximum opportunities will be af- 
forded officers and enlisted personnel who 
avail themselves of the postwar U. 38. 
Marine Corps Reserve, General A. A. 
Vandegrift, Marine Corps Commandant, 
said this week. 

The Marine Corps will activate two 
forms of Reserve to enable men to re- 
sume their interrupted careers in civilian 
life and still retain the benefits of affili- 
ation with their chosen branch of service. 

The peacetime Marine Corps Reserve 
is to consist of a ready, or organized, 
component and a standby component. All 
personnel released from active duty who 
enlist, reenlist or continue in the Reserve 
are first assigned to inactive status, and 
will learn of the formation of the Or- 
ganized Reserve through public announce- 
ment. Those who thereafter volunteer and 
qualify will be assigned to an appropriate 
unit in their geographical area. The re- 
mainder will be placed in the standby 
component. 


Areas To Be Selected 

Units of the Organized Reserve will be 
located in as many geographical areas 
as are consistent with other military con- 
siderations. Units of Aviation, Infantry 
and its supporting arms will be estab- 
lished, providing opportunities for spe- 
cialized and technical training. 

Col. Randolph MeC. Pate, Director of 
the Marine Corps Reserve, pointed out 
that all training will be closely coordi- 
nated with the Fleet Marine Force to 
assure that all personnel are kept abreast 
of latest developments and doctrine. 

All ofticer and selected enlisted person- 
nel of the Organized Reserve may extend 
their military training by attendance at 
service and enrollment in cor- 
respondent courses offered by Marine 
Corps Schools. Officers may accept tempo 
rary active duty within or outside the 
continental limits of the United States. 
They will be reassigned periodically in 
order to familiarize themselves with a 
variety of command and staff duties. Pro- 
motion will be dependent upon actual 
demonstration of command and staff abil- 
ity at appropriate level well as on 
length of service in grade.

Volunteer For Duty 

Selected enlisted personnel may accept 
detail to temporary duty with the Fleet 
Marine Force, and, following application 
and qualification, to platoon leader train- 
ing necessary for appointment to com 
missioned rank. Rank of enlisted person- 
nel of the Organized Reserve will be iden- 
tical with that of the regular Marine 
Corps, and promotions will be based on 
similar requirements. 

Members of the Organized Reserve will 
be required to attend weekly two-hour 
drills and to perform active duty train 
ing in the field for 15 consecutive days 
each year. Officer and non-commissioned 
officer classes, as well as field problems 
and range firing, may be with modern, 
accepted types of arms and equipment. 

Paid For Drills 

Personnel will be paid for weekly drill 
attendance at the rate of one-thirtieth of 
the monthly base pay prescribed for their 
rank. Active duty training involves full 
pay and allowances for the rank held. 

All members of the Organized Reserve 
are obligated to active service only in the 
event of war and national emergency and 
cannot otherwise be called to active duty

Standby Unit 

The standby component of the Marine 
Corps Reserve has been set up for per- 
sonnel who reside at a considerable dis- 
tance from the nearest unit of the Or- 
ganized Reserve or whose family and oc- 
cupational interests preclude their meet- 
ing drill and training requirements. It is 
planned that officers and selected enlisted 
personnel of the standby component will, 
upon their own application, receive 15 
days’ active training duty each year and 
be permitted to enroll in Marine Corps 
School correspondence courses.

Gen. Eisenhower Addresses NRA 
The United States must be strong if it 
is to bear its share of responsibility in 
preserving the peace, General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief of Staff, de- 
clared in Washington, D. C., 1 Feb. at the 
T5th Directors Annual Banquet of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association of America. 

General Eisenhower said that when he 
came back to this country after the war 
he found it hard to realize that the beliefs 
that had grown upon him and his men 
during the war were not universally held 

that the world must find a way to end 
wars or wars will destroy us; the trans- 
cendental value of training, and complete 
faith in cooperation between the Services 
and between Nations, 

Training and organization are neces 
sury to achieve our goals, he declared. 
rhe sooner we put every man in uniform 
permanently out of a job the happier will 
be every officer who has ever seen a battle- 
field, General Eisenhower seid. 

The General gave high praise to the 
National Rifle Association and declared 
that it contributed immeasurably to the 
winning of the war. 

Other speaker at the dinner was Mr. 
Luke Hopkins, vice president of the 
Board of Trustees of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, who told of the development of 
the proximity fuze. 

Col. Francis W. Parker, jr., president of 
the National Rifle Association, presided. 
Others at the head table included Senator 
Edwin C. Johnson of Colorado, General 
Courtney Hodges, USA, Mr. C. B. Lister, 
secretary-treasurer of NRA; Representa- 
tive Andrew J. May, chairman of the 
House Military Committee ; Comdr. Thur- 
man Randle, USNR, member of NRA ex- 
ecutive council; Maj. Gen. M. A. Reckord, 
NG-Md., Executive vice president NRA;

Naval Forces In China 
Word came from Chungking that two 
high ranking American naval officers 
conferred with General of the Army 
George C. Marshall'on 4 February.

Meeting with General Marshall were 
Vice Admiral Charles M. Cooke, jr., USN, 
United States Seventh Fleet Commander, 
and Vice Adm. Stuart Murray, USN, who 
is reported to be laying the groundwork 
for a future naval mission to China. 
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Soldiers to “Pay Their Own Way” 
in Europe after 1 April 

Soldiers going on sight-seeing tours or 
to leave areas and rest centers in Europe 
after 1 April must pay their own way, ac- 
cording to an announcement from Euro- 
pean Theater headquarters. All such op- 
erations must be self-sustaining and not 
use Government funds, it was said. 

It was stated that the end of reciprocal 
aid agreements has caused a revision of 
the leave and furlough policy for U. 8S. 
military and civilian personnel and, be- 
ginning about 1 April, all costs must be 
borne by the individual except in cases 
where allied governments are willing to 
subsidize such programs within their own 
country. Officials here said that it is not 
possible to maintain the present leave 
areas and rest centers after that date 
unless they are put on a self-sustaining 
basis not requiring appropriated funds. 

The new leave and furlough policy 
plans to offer every individual oppor- 
tunity for a seven-day leave or furlough 
outside the occupied zone twice a year 
and looks to the maintenance of the most 
popular leave areas and rest centers. 
However, except for such portions of the 
expense that may be borne by foreign 
governmental or tourist agencies, all costs 
of travel, billeting, and club operation 
must be paid by the individual. Military 
personnel will be furnished meals at the 
leave center or be given a monetary al- 
lowance for food. While negotiations are 
under way to secure agreements for U. 8. 
personnel to travel individually in Euro- 
pean countries, visiting cities of their own 
choosing and paying domestic costs, ad- 
ditional flat-cost leave and furlough tours 
will be developed similar to the present 
Switzerland tours at a cost of $35.00 and 
the present Denmark tours which cost 
$25.00. 

Leave and furlough accommodations 
outside of occupied territory already have 
been cut about 40% because of more rapid 
redeployment of troops than originally 
anticipated, uncomfortable winter travel- 
ing conditions, and critical shortage of 
personnel in working organizations. 








Income Tax Information 

In last week’s issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL it was stated that Col- 
lectors Mimeo 5987, issued by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, dealt with income 
tax as it applies to service personnel. 
While the number of the publication was 
furnished by the War Department we are 
informed by the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue that the correct reference is Col- 





lectors Mimeo 5972. 
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“RRR” Temporary Duty 

Officers with less than 15 months in 
the ETO and enlisted personnel with less 
than 12 months there are not eligible for 
Recovery, Rehabilitation and Recupera- 
tion temporary duty in the United States, 
and neither are eligible if they have 24 
months or more overseas time, Headquar- 
ters, U. S. Forces, European Theater, has 
announced. In the latter case, however, 
personnel who volunteer to do at least six 
months duty in the Theater after their re- 
turn become eligible by reason of their 
expected future service. 

USFET officials explained that “RRR” 
returns to the States could not be given 
to personnel with less than the 12 and 15 
months overseas service, respectively, 
without adding to the already critical 
manpower shortage, and the 2% year 
overseas rotation policy renders imprac- 
tical such leaves and furloughs for per- 
sonnel who have over 24 months overseas 
service unless they volunteer for a suffi- 
cient length of time to make their return 
to the ETO worthwhile. 


Good Conduct Awards 
A limiting date has been set for the 
award of the Army Good Conduct Medal. 
As before, the medal may be awarded 
to enlisted personnel for exemplary be- 
havior, efficiency and fidelity, who on or 
after 27 Auzg., 





1940, have or shall have 
completed three years of active Federal 
Military service. 

Previously awarded also to those who 
after 7 Dec., 1941, have served one year 
of continuous active Federal military ser- 
vice, the period is now set as 7 Dec., 1941, 
to 2 March, 1946, inclusive. 

The next printing of changes to AR 
600-68 will incorporate the change. 





Discontinue Award 


The Adjutant General, United States 
Forces, European Theater, has announced 
that the Bronze Star Medal will not be 
awarded for services or actions per- 
formed after 12 Jan. 1946, in the Euro- 
pean Theater. 

It was explained that in the European 
Theater the newly-approved Commenda- 
tion Ribbon will be awarded in place of 
the Bronze Star for meritorious service 
less than that required for the Legion of 
Merit. 

It was stated at the War Department 
that the European Theater announce- 
ment is a policy of that theater and not 
general. 
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Revised Promotion Policy 

New regulations tightening the quali- 
fications and requirements for the tem- 
porary promotion of officers in the Army 
of the United States announced by the 
War Department last week do not affect 
the promotion of officers upon entry on 
terminal leave before relief from active 
duty. 

The new policy, the minimum require- 
ments of which were stated in the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL last week, is to re- 
duce the number of temporary promo- 
tions in line with the general demobiliza- 
tion, the War Department has announced, 
and confirms a directive issued shortly 
after V-J Day which rejected for promo- 
tion any officer under consideration for 
immediate relief from active duty, or who 
belonged to a unit scheduled for inactiva- 
tion, or who—if promoted—-would not 
continue to occupy the position for which 
he was recommended or a similar posi- 
tion commensurate with a higher grade. 

Under the new policy all promotions 
to the grade of major, lieutenant colonel 
and colonel must be forwarded to the 
War Department for approval. In the 
past major overseas had the power of 
final action on such promotions. These 
commanders, however, will retain their 
final authority over promotions below the 
rank of major. 





Regular Army Procurement 

Officer procurement for the Regular 
Army is advancing with rapid strides, as 
is indicated by the total number of 16,- 
473 applications which have been re- 
ceived as of 6 Feb. 

A breakdown of the total figure shows 
the following applications in the three 
major forces: Army Air Forces, 7,422; 
Army Ground Forces, 4,320, Army Serv- 
ice Forces, 4,631. 

As of the same date the War Depart- 
ment had received 1,200 processed appli- 


eations from the various screening 
centers. 
The great increase in the total num- 


ber of applications during the past week 
indicates the numbers which will proba- 
bly reach the War Department within the 
next few weeks. 

Enlisted procurement, through enlist- 
ments and reenlistments in the Regular 
Army, also shows favorable progress. The 
latest report, covering the period 1 June, 
1945 to 16 Jan., 1946, shows a total of 
436,502 enlistments and reenlistments. 


500,000 EM Commissioned 

More than half a million enlisted men 
became officers during the War. Two- 
thirds of the male officers who served in 
our wartime army, other than medical 
officers and chaplains, having been pro- 
moted from the ranks. 

Between 7 Dec. 1941 and 2 Sept. 1945 
there was an aggregate of 872,000 male 
commissioned officers in the Army. Of 
these approximately 72,000 were medical 
officers and chaplains. Of the remaining 
800,000 some 531,000, or 66.37 per cent, 
were commissioned after serving as en- 
listed men in this war. 
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Named to Service Commands 

Maj. Gen. James A. Van Fleet, com. 
manding general of the III Corps, with 
headquarters at Camp Polk, La., has beep 
assigned as commanding general of the 
Second Service Command with headquar.

Gen. Robert S. Beightler, who has 
been on duty at Army Ground Forees 
Headquarters, Washington, D. C., hag 
been named commanding general of the 
Fifth Service Command, with headquar- 
ters at Fort Hayes, Ohio. He succeeds 
Maj. Gen. James L. Collins. 

Maj. Gen. Louis A. Craig, commanding 
general of the Seventh Service Command, 
with headquarters at Omaha, Neb., has 
been assigned as commanding general of 
the Sixth Service Command, Chicago, II. 
Maj. Gen. William G. Livesay, leaves 
Army Ground Forces Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C. to assume command of 
the Seventh Service Command. 





Policy for Dependents 

Following the announcement last week 
that dependents of officers and the three 
upper grades of enlisted personnel will 
be allowed to join them overseas and 
that transportation will be furnished 
such dependents the War Department 
stated that dependents of all grades will 
be allowed to go overseas. 

It was pointed out, however, that un- 
der existing regulations no transporta- 
tion can be furnished dependents of en- 
listed men in the lower grades. It was 
said that means are being sought to fur- 
nish such transportation. 

It was also emphasized that men must 
agree to stay overseas one year after be 
ing joined by dependents. No dependents 
will be allowed overseas unless there are 
adequate housing, medical and other fa- 
cilities available. 


AAF Separation Centers 

After discharge of approximately 688, 
000 officer and enlisted personnel in a 
period of about five months from their 
own separation centers, the Army Air 
Forces has returned to the original plan 
of separating personnel from Army Serv- 
ice Forces installations. 

Already reduced from a war peak of 
nearly 2,500,000 the AAF is now down toe 
a strength of about 900,000, which, it is 
expected, will be reduced to about 400,000 
by June.

Critical fuel and gasoline supply shortages 
affecting United States forces overseas are at- 
tributed by the Army-Navy Petroleum Board 
to a dearth of personnel available to man 
War Shipping Administration tankers, 
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U. S. Submarine Service 


For the first time since war censorship 
has been raised, the Navy Department 
this week revealed that American sub- 
marines, operating in “wolf packs” and 
teams better organized than those of the 
Germans, sunk a total of 1,944 Japanese 
Merchant and Naval Craft and killed 
276,000 Japs in the Pacific. 

Vice Adm. Charles A. Lockwood, USN, 
wartime commander of submarines in the 
Pacific, disclosed that American “packs,” 
operating under such picturesque nick- 
names as “Double D’s,” “Blair’s Blasters” 
and the “Micky Finns,” blasted enemy 
shore installations and shipping, includ- 
ing eight aircraft carriers, 15 cruisers, 42 
destroyers, 28 submarines and 100 lesser 
warships for a total of 194 combat vessels. 
Also sunk were 1,750 Japanese steel mer- 
chant ships. 

The total of 276,000 dead is more than 
five times the maximum number of 50,000 
officers and men employed by the sub- 
marine force in the Pacific. During the 
war 3,500 Americans lost their lives in 
submarines, which represented 16 per 
cent of the officers and 13 per cent of the 
men employed in undersea craft. More 
than 78 Japs died for every American lost 
on a submarine. 

Our undersea boats, is was announced, 
operated under a policy of “unrestricted 
submarine warfare,” a policy which was 
decided upon early in the war as the one 
that would contribute most to shortening 
the conflict. 

The Department in its report declared 
that it took moral courage of the highest 
order to release the despatch “Execute 
unrestricted air and submarine warfare 
against Japan.” It was pointed out that 
Germany had for years been waging un- 
restricted submarine warfare in the 
Atlantic, and that the Japanese sub- 
marines sank a merchant ship in the Pa- 
cific within a few hours after the attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 

“It would have been an easy course to 
have insisted on submarine warfare in 
accordance with treaties,” the Depart- 
ment said. “Shifting to other shoulders 
the responsibility for the inevitable in- 
crease in the length of the war and for 
the longer casualty lists that would have 
resulted.” 

“To a very large extent,” the Navy De- 
partment statement said, “Japan em- 
ployed its submarines against purely mili- 
tary targets. They did this not because of 
humanitarian principles or out of regard 
for any existing treaties ; but rather from 
the firm, and quite possibly correct, con- 
viction that U. 8S. carriers, battleships and 
cruisers were the greater threat to her 
chances of successfully concluding the 
war.” 

The Navy said that despite some 
notable successes, such as the loss of the 
Wasp and the sinking of the Indianapolis 
among others, the achievements of the 
Japanese submarine force must have been 
severely disappointing to the Japanese 
Navy. The statement added, however, 
that the Japanese submarine force was in- 
comparably outclassed by the American 
submarines, in material, personnel and 
training. 

In listing some of the phases of sub- 
marine operations other than actual com- 
bat duty the Navy Department disclosed 
that submarines: carried supplies to be- 
leagured Corregidor; supplied and rein- 
forced guerrillas in the Philippines;

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Adm. King’s Report 

(Following is a continuation from last 
week’s ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL Of the 
text of the report of Fleet Admiral Ernes 
J. King): 

The Marine Corps 

Prior to 1 March 1945 the Marine Corps 
had organized and deployed as planneq gj 
combat units within the authorized strep 
of 478,000. In addition to the six divisions, 
four air wings and supporting units of the 
Fleet Marine Force, there were 11,000 Ma. 
rines serving in detachmentg included within 
the complements of combatant naval yes. 
sels, and another 28,000 providing security 
for naval shore establishments both within 
and outside of the United States and at ad. 
vance bases, The remainder of the Corps was 
employed in logistic establishments and {p 
training activities necessary for the continu. 
ous support of field units. 

Since practically all of the Marine Corps’ 
efforts during the war were directed toward 
the Pacific Theater, the victory in Europe 
resulted in a negligible change in commit- 
ments, Consequently it was not possible to 
effect a reduction of the size of the Corps 
at that time. 

When it beecame apparent that the an- 
thorized strength was inadequate to provide 
for the increasing numbers who were hos- 
pitalized or convalescent, and to maintain the 
desired rehabilitation program, the President, 
on 29 May 1945, raised the troop ceiling of 
the Corps to 503,000. Although the rate of pro- 
curement was increased to provide this new 
strength, the surrender of Japan occurred as 
the Corps attained a strength of 484,631, and 
plans for ‘partial demobilization were put 
into effect at once. 

In order to provide immediate replacements 
for Marines serving overseas who were en- 
titled to early release from the service, train- 
ing activities, other than recruit depots, sea- 
schools, and certain specialist schools, were 
suspended as soon as demobilization was di- 
rected. Upon completion of their recruit train- 
ing, enlisted men now receive their advanced 
training in the organizations to which they 
are assigned. This is in accordance with for- 
mer peacetime practices within the Corpa 
Training overhead was further reduced by 
initiating a program of restricting future of- 
ficer training to candidates who appear to be 
postwar Regular officer material. 

Demobilization of personnel is being ef- 
fected at the maximum rate consistent with 
the availability of facilities and with the 
immediate commitments of the Corps, par- 
ticularly the Fleet Marine Force. Concurrent 
with this demobilization is the reorganiza- 
tion of the regular component of the Corps 
to meet planned postwar requirements. Prep- 
aration is being made for the transfer of 
qualified Reserve and Temporary officers to 
the Regular service in such numbers as may 
be authorized. When Japan surrendered there 
were 71,460 Marines serving under current 
four-year regular enlistments. Recruiting of 
Regulars for four-year enlistments has been 
resumed, with the priority in opportunity to 
enlist. in the Regular service being afforded 
to those who served in the war. 

On V-J day there were 1,000 Women’s Re- 
serves serving in or en route to Hawaii, and 
at that time their further assignments to 
overseas duty were cancelled. Women’s Re 
serves are being demobilized as expeditious- 
ly as possible, and essentially in accordance 
with the same policies that apply to the men, 
but with lower critical scores. 

The Coast Guard 


On 1 September 1945 Coast Guard personnel 
totaled 170,480, including 9,624 in the SPARS. 
Since its total postwar military strength is 
planned at 34,500, the Coast Guard has taken 
prompt action looking toward the ultimate 
demobilization of its wartime forces. All en- 
listments in the Reserve and Women’s Re- 
serve (SPARS) have been discontinued and 
future enlistments will be in the Regular 
Coast Guard only and limited to 17-year-olds. 
Legislation is being requested to permit the 
acceptance of a limited number of Reserve 
officers and enlisted men in the Regular Coast 
Guard. 

In addition to the 1,677 Coast Guard craft 
in active service at the end of the 1945 fiscal 
year, Coast Guard personnel on 1 August 
1945 were manning 326 Navy craft and 24 
Army vessels, about 50,000 Coastguardmen 
serving on Navy and 6,000 on Army craft. 
Only 84 Reserve vessels remained in service 
out of a total of 2,089 which had been taken 
over early in the war, principally to com-

rescued 504 Allied aviators from enemy 
controlled waters; and performed many 
valuable reconnaisance services. 

The American wolf pack plan called 
for groups usually of three submarines to 
‘operate as a coordinated unit. The story 
of the “Double D’s” ie., the USS Darter 
and USS Dace, under Comdr. B. D. Clag- 
gett and Comdr. David H. McClintock, 
exemplifies typical action of this type of 
operation. 

It was the Dace and the Darter which 
dashed the first contact and reports con- 
cerning Japanese fleet movements that 
were responsible for much of our smash- 
ing victory in the battle for Leyte Gulf. 
In the same period the two submarines 
sank the Japanese heavy cruisers Atago 
and Maya and damaged a third, all part 
of the enemy force trying to interfere 
with the American landings on Leyte. 

The Darter made the first attack upon 
an 11 ship force heading north through 
Palawan Passage on 23 October 1944. In 
this engagement she poured five torpedoes 
into the 12,500 ton Atago, less than 1,000 
yards away, and turned to fire four more 
into a second cruiser. Hits were scored 
on the second ship, but her sinking wasn’t 
confirmed, the Darter taking evasive ac- 
tion to avoid depth charges. 

At the same time the Dace let two tar- 
gets pass, then fired a salvo at the third 
vessel, which later proved to be the Maya, 
another heavy cruiser. Four of six tor- 
pedoes found their mark and two deafen- 
ing explosions — apparently the ship’s 
magazines — followed. After surfacing 
and trading information, it was decided 
the Darter would attempt a surface at- 
tack on the crippled cruiser nearby by 
nightfall. But in maneuvering for posi- 
tion, the Darter ran aground on Bombay 
shoal, northwest of Palawan Island in the 
southern Philippines. She radioed the 
Dace which, upon arrival, found the Dar- 
ter high and dry in low tide. Although 
the entire crew was transferred, treach- 
erous breakers ultimately destroyed the 
Darter. 

Both Commanders Claggett and Mc- 
Clintock were awarded the Navy Cross. 
The crews also were awarded. 

The USS Pilotfish, USS Pintado, USS 
Shark made up the deadly trio known as 
Blairs Blasters. Literally they saved 
thousands of American lives by destroy- 
ing nearly all ships of five Saipan-bound 
Japanese convoys carrying 10,000 troops 
and huge quantities of supplies. 

This wolf pack was nicknamed for its 
commanding officer, Capt. L. N. Blair. For 
seven days and nights “Blairs Blasters” 
trailed enemy convoys moving southward 
toward the Marianas. It was on this 
patrol that a submarine record for tor- 
pedo accuracy was established. Each ves- 
sel scored a hit as the pack methodically 
knocked off troop and cargo vessels, de- 
spite frequent counterattacks by enemy 
escorts. 

_The USS Guardfish, USS Thresher and 
USS Piranha, commanded by Capt. W. V. 
“Mickey” O’Regan, were known as the 

Micky Finns.” The pack was responsible 
for the demtse of 110,000 tons of Japanese 
shipping which now lies at the bottom of 
the Luzon straits as a result of engaging 
the trio during July of 1944. 

During the operations the Thresher, 
ander Comdr. D. C. MacMillan, wiped out 
an entire convoy of six ships in a three- 
hour battle. The Guardfish, skippered by 
Comdr. Norvel G. Ward, sank five ships 
in one convoy and later added two more. 
The Piranha, led by Comdr. Harold E. 
Ruble, accounted for a large cargo ship 
and a tanker. 

Comparative results of various arms 
and weapons responsible for the destruc- 
tion of the Japanese Navy are shown by 
the table below. This table, the Navy 
Said, is based on Japanese reports of their 
naval vessels lost during the war.

During World 
War II, Commodore Hall organized and 
had jurisdiction of the Coast Guard’s 
wartime Port Security Division. While 
Chief of the Port Security Division he 
also acted as Coast Guard liaison repre- 
sentative to cooperate with the Facility 
Security Division, Office of the Petroleum 
Coordinator for war. For his outstanding 
work as Chief of the Port Security Divi- 
sion, Commodore Hall was awarded the 
Legion of Merit. 

In July 1945, he was appointed Chief 
of the Merchant Vessel Inspection Divi- 
sion of the Coast Guard, a position which 
he has held until the present date. 

Since the issuance by the Coast Guard 
of general information specifications, con- 
siderable interest has been expressed in 
the possible use of radar for harbor en-

trance control for guiding vessels into 
harbor by information obtained from 
shore-based radar regardless of the vis- 
ability. In view of the interest shown 
and in order that the Coast Guard be in 
a position to supply any information de- 
sired on the subject, it has been suggested 
that the Coast Guard establish a shore- 
based radar station of the latest type 
which might be used for harbor entrance 
control. Such a station would be of a tem- 
porary nature for study purposes. 

Because of the pressure of other work 
in the Officer Assignment Division during 
the war, fitness reports could not be given 
normal attention, Coast Guard Head- 
quarters announced this. week. 

However, the official jackets of Regu- 
lar officers have now been reviewed to 
determine the periods for which fitness 
reports are lacking. Steps are now being 
made to replace missing fitness reports, 
and the officers concerned are being noti- 
fied that these reports are not on file 
and are being requested to take steps to 
assist Headquarters in obtaining them. 
Reporting officers are also requested to 
review their files and submit any fitness 
reports which have not been submitted. 

All air stations have been instructed to 
assist as far as operations and personnel 
permit, the Fish and Wild Life Service 
in the annual inventory of migrating 
water fowl which was made during the 
last ten days of January. 

The 174 foot tender class cutter Sun- 
flower and the 169 foot tender class cut- 
ter Larkspur were decommissioned at the 
Coast Guard Yard, Curtis Bay, Md. on

submarines’ blows was often most import- 
ant and contribution to cumulative results 
of greater magnitude than these sinkings 
themselves indicate. In the Battle of the 
Philippine Sea, Flying Fish turned in a 
beautiful reconnaissance job. Albacore 
and Cavalla topped this by sinking Sho- 
kaku and Taiho, the two most powerful 
Japanese carriers, on the first day of the 
battle. This naval battle decided the fate 
of Saipan. There is a considerable body 
of Japanese opinion to the effect that with 
Saipan, Japan lost all hope of a success- 
ful conclusion to the war. On those vital 
days, therefore, the value of submarines 
to the United States can hardly be over- 
estimated. 


A-N College Broadened 
To Include State Dept. 


Designed to probe into the broader field 
of what makes war as well as the impact 
of a world conflict on national economy 
and industry, announcement was made 
this week of the creation of a new all-ser- 
vice college which will ultimately be the 
highest level educational institution of the 
Armed forces. 

Organized under the authority of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the new institution 
is an outgrowth of and replaces the Army 
and Navy Staff College begun in 1943 and 
which emphasized combat problems. So 
successful was the operation of the war- 
time organization, however, that it was 
decided by mutual agreement between the 
three branches of the service to continue 
it, in this new form, into the post war 
period. 

Vice Admiral Harry W. Hill, USN, 
former Commander of the Fifth Amphi- 
bious Force and Commandant of the new 
college, said that the aim of the institu- 
tion will be to study joint problems of 
National Defense and to promote close 
integration between the highest levels of 
the Armed Forces and the State Depart- 
ment. Although the latter Department is 
at present vague as to the part it will take 
in the new institution, it was indicated 
that top officials of at least 15 or twenty 
years’ experience may be selected for 
study with the new group. 

Admiral Hill said that the first class 
will start 3 September 1946 and continue 
to 21 June 1947, with an enrollment of at 
least 100 students. This number he said 
would be increased as facilities were de- 








veloped, to probably twice that number. 
The Commandant said that none of the 
present institutions such as the Naval 
War College, at Newport, R. L., or the 
higher educational institutions of the 
Army Ground and Service Forces, at 
Leavenworth, Kans., or the Army Air 
Force, at Maxwell Field, Ala., would be 
reconstituted. Students for the new col- 
lege, however, may be selected from these 
institutions. 

“Thus far the new institution is a baby 
without a name,” Admiral Hill said. “We 
have not decided what to call it yet, but 
we will in the near future.” : 


Broader Field Covered 

The course will include a thorough 
study of the foreign policies of the United 
States and other major powers. Special 
attention will be given to the United Na- 
tions Organization and to other means of 
preventing war. 

“It is intended to go into the broader 
field,” Admiral Hill said, “and to find out 
what makes wars. There has been criti- 
cism in the past that much of the study 
has been on past wars. The new college 
will attempt to emphasize new scientific 
inventions, new weapons, and new ideas 
with a view toward aiding the students 
to look ahead.” 

Admiral Hill also emphasized the per- 
sonal friendship phase of the new institu- 
tion as being “highly important.” He said 
that it was the opinion of those engaged 
in setting up the curriculum that officers 
and men worked better together if they 
knew each other better. He cited in- 
stances during the last war where Army 
and Navy commanders had been able to 
work out more cooperative plans once hav- 
ing gotten to be more personally acquaint- 
ed with each other. 

Among the subjects to be studied will 
be the atomic bomb and other new wea- 
pons, and their effect on the trend of war- 
fare. Other developments in scientific re- 
search will be taught by military and 
civilian specialists. 

Admiral Hill pointed out that all the 
armed services in the highest echelons 
will study preparedness from a “joint” 
point of view for the first time in history. 
He said that this would include an an- 
alysis of the role of the air and sea power 
and ground forces in future operations. 
Joint intelligence, communications, logis- 
tics, air operations and amphibious war- 
fare will be studied under the general 
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course, “Joint Operations.” 

With respect to the matter of intelli- 
gence, Admiral Hill revealed that he had 
called a conference with Rear Admiral 
Sidney W. Souers, recently appointed 
director of the National Intelligence 
Authority, to see how the Authority might 
fit in with the plans of the new college. 

Deputy Commandants 

Under Admiral Hill as Commandant, 
Deputy Commandants of the new college 
are Maj. Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, USA, 
at present. Deputy Commandant of the 
Army and Navy Staff College, and Brig. 
Gen. T. H. Landon, Army Air Force, now 
Chief of the Air Section of the Army and 
Navy Staff College. State Department 
participation in the new college is under 
the direction of Assistant Secretary of 
State Donald Russell. 

Members of the faculty will be drawn 
chiefly from all of the Armed services 
and the State Department, the Navy sald. 
Prominent scientists, professors and 
other civilian specialists will be invited 
to deliver le¢tures. Instruction will be 
principally by the lecture system, with 
committee studies, and reports and an- 
alyses by individual students. 

Certain parts of the course will be held 
in conjunction with the Army Industrial 
College, of which Brig. Gen. Donald A, 
Armstrong, USA, is commandant. This 
college, which has been joint in character, 
probably will be renamed the “Army and 
Navy Joint Instruction College.” 

Following graduation from the new in- 
stitution, Admiral Hill said, assignment 
of graduates will be left up to the various 
branches of the service with which they 
are attached, after conference with Col- 
lege supervisors as to what particular 
subject the student has been most adept, 

Students will be selected on the basis 
of their merit and also upon the basis of 
years of active service. It is tentatively 
planned that selectees will be men who 
have had from fifteen to 20 years of ac 
tive duty. This Admiral Hill said, would 
mean that eligible candidates would 
probably fall in the rank of captain for 
the Navy and Colonel for the Army. 

Once established the new college will 
operate under the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Those graduating, Admiral Hill said, will 
have completed a course in the last and 
highest forma! education that service per- 
sonnel could get.

Arthur approved the sentence of death by hanging imposed upon General Yama- 
shita, commander of the 14th Army Group of the Imperial Japanese Army in the 
Philippines. Here was an enemy commander whose proven field merit had earned 
his military respect, and whom he had defeated in a series of brilliantly conducted 
operations. However, aside from the testimony taken at the trial, General MacArthur 
had personal knowledge of the revolting acts of this man, who, by them, violated 
the fundamental principles of the laws of war, profaned the profession of arms, 
threatened the very fabric of international society, and failed utterly the soldier’s 
faith. Those are General MacArthur’s own words. Interestingly enough they accord 
in important respects both with the decision of the United States Supreme Court 
and the dissenting opinions thereto filed by Justices Murphy and Rutledge. The de- 
cision refused to appraise the evidence on which the trial commission convicted Yama- 
shita, holding that this was a question within the peculiar competence of the commis- 
sion, and expressed the view uently stated by MacArthur, that no new or retro- 
active principles of national or international law, were involved in the case. The dis- 
senting opinions declared that Yamashita’s rights under the due process clause of 
the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution, had been grossly .violated, and that he 
had not been charged with personally participating in the acts of atrocity or with 
ordering or condoning their commission; and they argued that the procedure which 
the Court’s decision sanctioned, with its boundless and dangerous implications, might 
seal the fate of some future President of the United States, his Chiefs of Staff and 
military advisers. However, as General MacArthur pointed out, Yamashita’s guilt 
Was personal, he possessed authority adequate to his responsibility, and he had been 
specifically forewarned of the personal consequences of any atrocities perpetrated 
by his troops. In other words, his punishment was not sought merely because he was 
a member of a High Command or General Staff, a theory attributed to Justice Jack- 
son, American prosecutor in the Nuremberg trials, which he subsequently derided 
as “nonsense.” What General MacArthur has done is to observe the first principle 
of American jurisprudence that guilt is personal and not collective, and hence its 
application to Yamashita, and now to Homma, who also has appealed to the Supreme 
Court for writs. There is no form of death more revolting to a Japanese than by 
hanging, and in approving this sentence.for the brutal Yamashita, the General has 
given an emphatic warning of the fate which may be expected by commanders who 
violate the decencies of war, and thus has reiterated the high ideals which always 
must motivate members of the profession of arms. 


Efren survey of editorial opinion which we publish on page 738 of this issue of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL shows that the large majority of newspaper editors came 
to the defense of General Omar N. Bradley against the political and intemperate 
attack by John Stelle. It was only the fact that Mr. Stelle spoke as National Com- 
mander of the American Legion that drew national attention to his charges—an atten- 
tion that would not have been gained by his unimportant membership in the Kelly- 
Nash Chicago machine. Furthermore, his charges were weakened immediately by 
exposure of the fact that General Bradley had declined to locate a hospital at a site 
selected by Stelle. The vindication of General Bradley before the court of public 
opinion justifies the faith displayed in him by President Truman when he not only 
selected the General for the job but ordered him to take it even though General Brad- 
ley knew that he would be the target of political sniping no matter how capable and 
efficient his administration. President Truman was aware from his own observations 
and from the Reports of General of the Army Dwight D. Bisenhower of General 
Bradley’s selfless devotion to duty and of the almost uncanny efficiency with which 
he approaches difficult problems and situations, General Eisenhower characterizes 
him as the greatest tactician of the war, and as a thoroughly capable leader and execu- 
tive who can get the utmost out of those under him. As to his solicitude for the soldier 
anyone who has ever been within the orbit of his command knows that his first thought 
is for the welfare, mental and physical, of the enlisted men. The alacrity with which 
members of the Legion have disagreed with Stelle attests to the fact that their com- 
mander has done a great disservice to the organization. Prompt repudiation of the 
National Commander’s charges against General Bradley by the Executive Committeé 
of the American Legion would do much to enhance the standing of this organization 
in the eyes of the Services and the public.

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All-Weather Flying 

Army Air Forces conducted a confer- 
ence of military and civilian agencies 
during the week beginning 4 February 
for the purpose of discussing the appar- 
ent feasibility of initiating all-weather 
flying for which the Air Forces asserts 
it now has adequate facilities. No activ- 
ity, either civilian or military is at pres- 
ent flying all-weather operations. 

Held in the Pentagon auditorium, the 
conference was addr by experts in 
all systems of navigation and control of 
aircraft, many of which were developed 
by the Air Forces during the war. The 
various agencies reported on research 
and development programs designed to 
develop improvements in the operation of 
aircraft under all conditions of weather 
and visibility, an attainment essential to 
the AAF if it is to realize its maximum 
efficiency. 

Participating in the conference, spon- 
sored by Maj. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, 
Deputy Chief of Air Staff for Research 
and Development, were representatives 
of the Army, Navy, British Air Commis- 
sion and approximately 30 civilian agen- 
cies interested in aviation control and 
navigation. Chairman was Col. S. A. 
Mundell, Technical Assistant for the 
Electronics Sub-Division, Engineering 
Division, at Wright Field, Ohio. 





AAF Guided Missiles 


The First Experimental Guided Mis- 
siles Group by the Army Air Forces has 
been activated. 

The functions of the group, to be com- 
manded by Col. Harvey T. Alness, former 
commander of the Seventh Bomb Group 
in India, will be development of tactics 
and techniques of guided missile opera- 
tions, training of personnel, development 
of organizational and equipment require- 
ments of the group, and demonstration of 
guided missiles in the AAF program. 

The primary purpose of the present 
guided missiles is to supplement and aug- 
ment strategic bombardment by creating 
a greater degree of accuracy through de- 
vices enabling control over the bomb from 
the time it leaves the aircraft until it 
reaches the target. 

The first guided missile developed, and 
the only one used in combat, is the “Azon” 
bomb, a standard 1,000 M-65 bomb with 
a special tail that enables it to be steered 
to the left or right on receipt of radio sig- 
nals from the plane dropping it. 

Although the only fully developed 
American guided missiles at the present 
time are of the air-to-ground types, that 
is, dropped from an aircraft, extensive 
plans have been made for the develop- 
ment of other original types, including 
ground-to-air and ground-to-ground mis- 
siles. The German V-2 rocket is an ex- 
ample of ground-to-ground type of mis- 
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sile. 

Further possibilities of guided missile 
development include retrievable missiles 
for reconnaissance and automatic photog- 
raphic sorties and other similar long-dis- 
tance missions. 

The First Experimental Group was ac- 
tivated 26 Jan. and now is in the process 
of choosing personnel and establishing a 
headquarters at Eglin Field, Fila. 

Personnel for the group, to be com- 
posed of 715 enlisted men and 130 officers, 
consist almost entirely of highly trained 
specialists. The men are being selected 
for their knowledge of radar, television, 
infra-red, aerodynamics, control systems, 
and other scientific devices connected 
with guided missiles. . 

Under the present organization table, 
the group will consist of a headquarters 
squadron, an air-to ground squadron, and 
a service squadron. It is anticipated that 
personnel will be expanded and that addi- 
tional squadrons, including ground-to-air 
and ground-to-ground squadrons, will be 
activated later as the program develops. 

The group will not participate in origi- 
nation or technical developments of 
guided missiles, but will be charged with 
the responsibility of developing their tac- 
tical use and determining the best meth- 
ods of employing them in combat. In addi- 
tion, the First Experimental Group will 
aid in determining the best structure, 
number of personnel and types of equip- 
ment to be used in future groups. 

Under the present program designed for 
the First Experimental Group are six ob- 
jectives: 

(1) Development of tactics and techniques 
of guided missile operations. The unit will 
receive the missiles after they have been 
designed, tested, and perfected as far as pos- 
sible for operational use. It then will be the 
responsibility of the group to determine the 
best manner in which they can be employed 
in combat. That will involve extensive tests 
to determine such factors as, in the case of 
an air-to-ground missile, the type and num- 
ber of aircraft employed, best release alti- 
tude, and distance from release point to tar- 
get. 

(2) Unit testing of guided missiles organi- 
zations and equipment. As the guided mis- 
siles program is fairly new, it will be neces- 
sary to determine the number and types of 
personnel and equipment necessary to be 
added to an ordinary bombardment or other 
combat unit to render it capable of using 
guided missiles. 

(3) Development of training requirements 
and training standards, and 

(4) Training of individuals. 

The AAF Training Command at this time 
does not have facilities to provide instruc- 
tion in guided missile operation. It will be 
necessary for the Experimental Group to pro- 
vide an adequate program outline to the 
Training Command for instruction of future 
personnel entering the guided missile field. 
Until the Training Command can be provided 
with that program and is equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of training the personnel, 
that instruction will have to be provided by 
the Group. 

(5) Development of personnel and organi- 
zational requirements for employment of 
guided missiles. 

The Experimental Group will serve as a 
test organization to determine the number 
and types of personnel that can be employed 
most efficiently by such a unit, thus eliminat- 
ing personnel and classification problems 
when additional groups are formed. 

(6) Demonstration of guided missiles in the 
AAF program. 

A further development of the Azon 
bomb completed just before the end of the 
war, was the “Razon” bomb. Razon con- 
trollable in both azimuth and range, was 
ready for operational use but the war 
ended before it could be used in combat. 

Other guided missile projects include 
“Felix,” a bomb attracted to heat, and 
the “Roc,” a standard 1,000-pound bomb 
equipped with television to scan the tar- 
get and relay vital information back to 
the aircraft. 

The AAF set-up now consists of a 
Guided Missiles Division, under Head- 
quarters Army Air Forces, and the First 
Experimental Group, which is under the 
Air Forces Center, a tactical experi- 
mental and testing organization. 

The specifications and reqfiirements of 
guided missiles now originate with the 
Division. They, in turn, send the speci- 
fications to Wright Field, where experi- 
mental contracts are let to civilian firms 
concerned. After the weapon has been 
constructed and tested, it undergoes ac- 
ceptance tests at Wright Field. If ac- 
cepted there, it is turned over to the

periments. 

The present guided missiles originateg 
with the National Defense Research Com. 
mittee. In the future, that function of the 
AAF program will be the responsibility 
of the Guided Missiles Division. 


Reorganize AAF Weather Service 
The recent transfer of AAF Weather 
Service headquarters to Langley Field, 
Va., from Asheville, N. C., where it had 
been maintained since 1 ‘May 1943, co- 
incided with final steps in a world-wide 
consolidation program designed to bring 
weather installations around the globe 
under a single administratiye framework. 
Col. Donald N. Yates, former head of 
the U. S. weather séction for Supreme Al- 
lied Headquarters in Europe and chief 
of the Weather Service since last sum- 
mer, will continue to direct the service 
from the weather liaison office in Wasb- 
ington, since he is staff weather officer to 
the Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces. In his absence, Col. Thomas §, 
Moorman, deputy chief, will be in direct 
charge of the Langley headquarters. 

The new organizational structure en- 
braces three wings, to which a total of 
eight groups are assigned, together with 
two other groups, and two special squad- 
rons, all of which are responsible to the 
Langley Field headquarters. Under the 
previous organization, in which the 
world was carved into 21 weather regions, 
headquarters had exercised command 
control over weather units in the con- 
tinental United States, the Caribbean, 
the Canal Zone, South and Central Amer- 
ica, Canada and upper Alaska, the North 
Atlantic and Africa, but had been limited 
to technical control and other zone of 
interior responsibilities over units else 
where. 

To the Continental Weather Wing, or- 
ganized last September and now main- 
taining headquarters at Tinker Field, 
Okla., have been added the 59th Weather 
Wing, embracing Europe, Africa and the 
Middle East, and the 43rd Weather 
Wing, serving the Pacific area. 

The 59th Wing, with headquarters at 
Weisbaden, Germany, is under the com- 
mand of Col. H. H. Bassett, former chief 
of the old Weather Division in Washing- 
ton. Directly responsible to it are the 5th 
Group, commanded by Col. Wilson H. 
Neal, which is also headquartered at 
Weisbaden and which covers all Et- 
ropean operations, and the 6th Group, 
commanded by Col. Oscar A. Heinlein, 
which maintains headquarters at Cairo, 
Egypt, and serves Africa and the Middle 
East. 

Col. W. O. Senter, former commanding 
officer of the old Weather Wing in Ashe- 
ville, heads the 43rd Wing, which has its 
headquarters at Fort McKinley, Luzon. 
Under its jurisdiction are the 1st Weath- 
er Group, commanded by Lt. Col. Merrill 
E. Marston and embracing Japan, the 
Philippines and other western Pacific is-

> FOREIGN AFFAIRS. The acrimonious debate between Foreign Minister 
Bevin and Soviet Vice Commissar Vishinsky, which started over Iran and moved to 
Greece and then spread to Indonesia as a result of Ukrainian charges against British 
operations In that region, has brought squarely before the United Nations Security 
Council the fundamental conflict of interests which underlies the relations of Great 
Britain and Russia. In pre-war days, the charges and countercharges openly made 
by the official representatives of those two countries would have been regarded as 
preliminary to war, but as neither is prepared to fight, there were grumbling and un- 
acceptable solutions in the cases of Iran and Greece, and still to be settled is the 
Ukraine allegation against Britain's operations in the Dutch Bast Indies. Meanwhile 
there are assurances that the main aim of the British and Russian Governments is 
for unity in behalf of world peace, and of their willingness to make concessions to 
this end. What these concessions are have not yet been revealed, but it is obvious 
from the attitude expressed by Mr. Vishinsky that Russia is serious in her purpose 
to be recognized in the Mediterranean and Near Hast, and that she even intends to 
be regarded as a factor in southeast Asia and the southeast Pacific. Inspired by the 
Anglo-Soviet controversy over Iran and Greece, Lebanon and Syria have appealed 
for the withdrawal of French and British troops. With considerable difficulty, the 
UNO weathered the storms that have raged since its initial meeting, and Commissar 
Molotov has assured the world of Russia’s sincere interest in its success. However, 
he also declared that the Red Army will be kept at top form, a statement that is not 
overlooked in London any more than it is in Washington, and which justifies our 
maintenance of strength, since it is only strength that Moscow respects. 

The Russian policy of striving for all that the traffic will bear is again causing 
uneasiness in Manchuria where the withdrawal of Soviet troops is being delayed 
beyond the latest agreed date of 1 February on ostensible grounds of transportation 
difficulties and other factors at a time when the Russians are seeking from the Chi- 
nese further concessions in thati area. By the secret agreement of the Big Three at 
Yalta the Soviet Union was assured not only of the Kuriles and southern Sakhalin 
but also of control of Port Arthur and Dairen, and, as a necessary sequel the rail- 
ways which feed those ports. Now Russia is said to be insisting upon broad air rights 
as well as joint control over heavy industry and mines in Manchuria. In the apparent 
belief that the United States will not resist Russia in that area, as we did the en- 
croachment of Japan over the years, becatise of the desire of our troops to return 
home, now that the fighting is over, and, more important, our policy of appeasing 
Moscow, indications are that China will accede to the Russian demands. And he who 
controls Manchuria dominates all of North China. 

It ig surmised that the hint given by Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek of resign- 
ing from office has this situation as its background. However, it is to be doubted 
that in the end he will drop the mantle of leadership he has so long worn. 

Certainly we have abandoned historic foreign policy in consenting through the 
secret Yalta agreement and now by our silence to Russian hegemony over Manchuria. 
We had resisted such encroachment since the days of John Hay and his Open Door 
policy ang vigorously through the Manchurian diplomacy of Henry L. Stimson and 
Cordell Hull in the State Department. The late President Roosevelt took up the 
Stimson policy in 1983 and pressed it with the utmost vigor, only to consent secretly 
at Yalta to control of the area by another power—one which contested for the region 
with Japan forty years ago. 

Presumably Russian troops will leave Manchuria after they have been assured 
of its control, even as they are expected to leave Iran next month now that Moscow, 
fs reaching a separate agreement with the pro-Soviet premier in Teheran. On the 
other hand, Marsha? Stalin has been adhering to his policy of supporting the gov- 
ernment of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, a support that was manifested even dur- 
ing the period of the Russo-German pact before Hitler attacked him, when he sent 
supplies to China to aid her in her death grapple with Japan, Russia’s old enemy. 
He has never considered the so-called Chinese communists as communists in the 
ideological sense but rather an agrarian group. 

Yet we have not dropped our interest in China, as shown by the mission of General 
George ©. Marshall and the legislation now pending in Congress at the behest of the 
administration for authority to transfer small naval craft up to the size of destroyer 
escorts to China and thus assist her not only to evacuate surrendered Japanese sol- 
diers but also to build up a navy. This program, it'is hinted, may later extend to our 
transfer to the Chinese navy of larger ships, possibly battleships, while conversations 
in Chungking have been looking to our sending a naval mission there to advise Ohina 
in the development of a navy. It may be assumed from the silence of Moscow and 
the Soviet press on this program that Russia is not disturbed over it but rather is 
disposed to accept the general view that we are not seeking to arm China against 
any power, only to provide her with means of self-defense that might discourage a 
military attack upon her and so precipitate another world war. Had she had this 
means after the last war, Japan might well have hesitated to attack Mukden in Sep- 
tember 1931. ‘ 

In line with this program General Marshall has facilitated political unification 
in China, has now consented to assist in the reorganization of the Chinese army, 
and is preparing for the White House a report on plans for assuring lasting peace 
in the Far Bast. His mission has been so successful that Chinese officials are now 
saying that China is in a position to begin the tasks of relief, stabilization and re- 
construction. Prospects appear brighter for the withdrawal of our soldiers from 
North China sooner than had been expected, leaving for a time, to be sure, marine 
detachments and naval units. General MacArthur has set the pace in reducing his 
forces of occupation of Japan to approximately 200,000, one month ahead of his 
original schedule. 

In Korea three weeks of discussions by American and Soviet military authorities 
have ended with little progress. To be sure, arrangements have been made for a 
Russo-American mission of five members each to facilitate the establishment of a 
provisional government but this will not deal with the consolidation of the northern 
and southern zones and other measures for putting Korea back on her feet. 

_ Disappointing as this is, the troubles of Burope are more pressing at the moment. 
The President’s directives for saving wheat in this country for shipment to that 
continent underscore the dangers of starvation and resulting chaos before Spring. 
The seriousness of conditions in Germany had previously been reflected in the in- 
@istence of the Secretary of State that our army should continue in administration of 





our zone even though it wanted to turn the responsibility over to a civilian 

tion under the State Department. Meanwhile our policy still stands of taking care 
of the liberated areas first, though the President states that Germany will not be 
allowed to starve. 

A real start toward bringing order out of chaos could be made with the concy- 
sion of peace treaties with both Germany and Japan included. However, the inability 
of the deputies of the foreign ministers, meeting in London, to make great progress 
in drafting the pacts, indicates that the projected general peace conference in Paris 
will have to be deferred from the May date. Meanwhile, through the American ang 
British recognition of Rumania, Russia has consolidated and has had approved 
her position in the Balkans. All the countries in that area have now been recognized 
except Bulgaria where Moscow holds the whip hand and will bring about conditions 
that will produce our recognition. 


> NAVY PERSONNEL. Bitter Senate opposition to the Presidential noming- 
tion of Edwin Pauley to be Under Secretary of Navy, may be expected to be followed 
soon by further opposition, not so bitter, however, to the nomination of the President's 
Naval Aide, Commodore James Vardaman, USNR, as a member of the Federal Re 
serve Board. 

Meanwhile Secretary of Navy Forrestal’s resignation, reported to become effec. 
tive about mid-summer, may be delayed because of the Congressional probe on Mr. 
Pauley. Mr. Pauley, it is believed, was slated to eventually fill the Secretary’s post, 

Rear Adm. Francis 8S. Low, now heading a Board to work out a new formula 
for Navy and Marine Corps promotions, igs scheduled to head up a new destroyer 
squadron in the Pacific. According to reports the Board on Promotions is expected 
to make its recommendations within two to three weeks, thus leaving Admiral Low 
free to take over his new command.

The Army Medical Library has received a copy of the final report of the Com- 
mittee for the Technical and Scientific Investigation of Japanese Activities in The 
Medical Sciences. This Committee was established in Manila by the office of the 
Chief Surgeon. 

During a period of three months, every city of importance in medical education ‘ 
and every first-class medical institution in Japan was visited. A vast amount of 
literature and information concerning all sorts of medical activity over the past 
twenty years became subject to examination. Many claims, some of definite scientific 
interest, were made by the Japanese. The Committee was unable to examine and 
properly evaluate all of these claims. They were not accepted as factual but were 
considered of interest and were reported. 

The Army Medical Library’s Director, Col. Leon L. Gardner, met recently with 
Lt. Col. W. S. Moore, MC, Chairman of the Committee to discuss channeling this 
material to the Library. 

It is hoped to acquire in the near future through official sources, Japanese medical 
literature, both periodical and monographic, of recent years. A considerable amount 
of material brought to light by the Committee is already being received. 

Under the new discharge plan, all of the 41,000 doctors who were commissioned 
from civilian life to serve in the Army during the war will be returned home by 30 
June, with the exceptign of approximately 4,000. This will mean a 90 per cent de- 
mobilization of civilian doctors within ten months after V-J Day.

forcement Depots, whose major activity 
will be the handling of replacements com- 
ing into the theater.

of Manila and the control of the Manila 
Bay Area. This phase took place during 
January and February. In general the 
amphibious forces were able to operate 
as scheduled and with modest losses; : 
however, Vice Admiral Oldendorf’s power- 
ful force of battleships, cruisers, destroy- 
ers and minesweepers, which preceded 
the huge amphibious convoys through the 
Sulu Sea and into the South China Sea, 
Was attacked relentlessly by large forma- 
tions of Japanese suicide planes. These 
Kamikazes registered hits on more than 
50 vessels during the period of about a 
week immediately preceding the landing 
at Lingayen on 9 January. This great 
effort on the part of the dwindling Japa 
nese air force very fortunately ended ef- 
fective enemy air opposition in the Philip- 
pine Area. Our forces suffered attacks 
after that but not in great strength and, 
except during the violent battle for Oki- 
nawa, never again did the Japanese reach 
the peak of suicidal air attack that was 
displayed off Luzon early in January. 

In February, Commander Seventh Am 
phibious Force was charged with the 
task of reopening to shipping the ports 
and sea routes of the entire Philippine 
Area. In connection with this task, minor 
landings were made on small islands com- 
manding inland waterways and harbor 
approaches, and minesweeping operations 
were undertaken on a large scale. Over 
1,200 mines (both Allied and Jap) were 
destroyed in more than 7,000 square 
miles of water swept. This is believed to 
be the greatest minesweeping operation 
in this war. 

The third phase of the campaign, dur- 
ing March and April, extended our con- 
trol through the many islands of the 
Visayas and into western Mindanao and 
the Sulu Archipelago. At the same time 
minor operations were being conducted 
in eastern and southern Luzon in a mop 
up campaign. 

The fourth phase was the clean-up of 
the Philippines proper during late April 
and May. By landings at Malabang, Cota 
bato and in the Davao Gulf, contro! was 
extended over the important areas of the 
large island of Mindanao. 

The fifth phase consisted of landings 
in Borneo which effectively established 
control of air and sea on the southwest 
flank of our Philippine positions. During 
this phase two Australian Divisions were 
added to the seven American Divisions 
already landed in assault in the Philip- 
Pines since mid-February. Australian 
troops were landed at Tarakan Island 
off the northeast coast of Borneo, at 
Brunei Bay in northwest Borneo and at 
Balikpapan in southeast Borneo. This 
landing was made on July 1st by an am- 
phibious force commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Noble and supported by cruisers 
under Rear Admiral R. 8S. Riggs who also 
was in charge of the highly dangerous 
and costly preparatory minesweeping op- 
erations. Vice Admiral Barbey, who was 
temporarily Commander Seventh Fleet, 
assumed overall charge of the Balikpapan 
operation, flying his flag in USS Phoenix. 
This marked the end, although we did 
not know it then, of the two year combat 
record of the Seventh Amphibious Force 
which included more than 56 amphibious 
assault landings involving the over-water 
transportation of over a million troops, 

During July and August, ships of the 
Seventh Amphibious Force were engaged 
in the roll-up of men and material from 
New Guinea, the Solomons and the Ad- 
miralty Islands. Many of the same ships 
had carried those same troops to those 
ports in assault a year or more before. 
Thep were also engaged in staging and 
redistributing Army units in preparation 
for the final assault upon the Japanese 
homeland. 

On 15 August when the Japanese finally 
admitted defeat, the Seventh Amphibious 
Force together with the Third and Fifth, 
was deploying its forces for the knock- 
out blow. 1 November 1945 found the 
Seventh Amphibious Force ready for de- 
mobilization. It had fought its way from 
Australia through New Guinea and the 
Philippines and finally brought United 
States troops for the peaceful occupation 
of Korea and the liberation of Japanese 
occupied North China. 
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Air Search and Rescue 


The elaborate search and rescue sys- 
tems, set up by each of the Continental 
Air Forces at the outset of the war, have 
been consolidated, according to a recent 
directive, into a general search and rescue 
division, with headquarters at Andrews 
Field, Md. The new 62nd AAF Base Unit, 
activated here 23 Jan., will administer 
and coordinate the activities of nineteen 
rescue units throughout the United 
States. 
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Andrews Field, besides being general 
headquarters of S and R, is also the con- 
trol center for the Eastern United States. 
Other control centers are Buckley Fie!d, 
Colo., and Hamilton Field, Calif. Planes 
assigned to the unit at Andrews Field in- 
clude two B-17’s, two L-5’s, one C-47 and 
a Helicopter. 

The surface craft used by the Air Force 
for rescue work along the coast are ex- 
pected to be transferred to the Coast 
Guard in the near future. 





Must Keep Island Bases 

Returning this week from a _ 21,000- 
mile tour of the Pacific, members of a 
House Naval Affairs subcommittee said 
that the United States must retain title 
to all island bases considered by the 
Army and Navy to be essential to na- 
tional security. 

Chairman of the subcommittee was 
Representative Rivers (D., 8S. C.), and 
other members included Representative 
Fogarty (D., R. I.) and Representative 
Bates (R., Mass.). 

Before completing its formal report the 
subcommittee plans extensive confer- 
ences with Navy officials. 


Air Staff Changes 


Maj. Gen. Earle E. Partridge has been 
appointed Assistant Chief of Air Staff 
for plans, operations, and training, re- 
placing Lt. Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, who 
has been named Assistant Chief of Staff, 
G-2 (Intelligence), War Department Gen- 
eral Staff. 

In the new post, General Partridge will 
have charge of air communications, man- 
agement of troops in American and over- 
seas theaters, training of flying person- 
nel, and strategie and tactical plans and 
policies.

James Vardaman, jr., to be a 
governor of the Federal Reserve System 
and George E. Allen to be a director of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 

Frank J. Rathje, president of the Amer- 
ican Bankers Association, speaking at the 
27th annual mid-winter trust conference 
of the association in New York City this 
week, told members that the elimination 
of industrial strife is the most important 
single step to be taken to lessen the up- 
ward pressure on the country’s price 
structure. 

Citing the war as the primary cause of 
the current shortage of goods which tends 
to raise prices, Mr. Rathje said that the 
cutting off of the needed supply of goods 


due to industrial disputes at the time 
when reconversion was making unex- 


pected progress has been a strong force 
making for higher prices. 

At the same meeting, Robert J. Allen. 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the trust division urged bankers to make 
every effort to meet the credit wants of 
veterans and to provide them with the 
advice needed upon their return to civil- 
ian life. 

“It will not be strange.” he said, “if 
the veteran, looking about him and seeing 
the tremendous industrial expansion in 
this country and the tremendous re- 
sources that have been made available 
through it, will not be entirely sure that 
the country which produced so much in- 
dustrially did it wholly and solely on the 
basis of patriotism rather than profit.” 
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Merchant Marine 

According to the National Federation 
of American Shipping, eleven major lines 
have agreed to obtain 89 custom-built 
high speed vessels with capacity for 15,000 
passengers and 700,000 deadweight tons 
of cargo, in a $500,000,000 plan to give 
the United States top billing among peace- 
time maritime powers. 

Watching closely both Congress and the 
London Maritime Conference, American 
operators have apparently reached a de- 
termination that the U. S. Merchant Ma- 
rine will never again lose its place on the 
sea lanes as was the case after the close 
of World War I. 

It is understood that the new ships 
will include several of the luxury variety 
but none as lustrous as the Brtish Queens 
or the French Normandie, which are now 
frankly regarded as possessing somewhat 
questionable advertising value, and little 
profit from a commercial standpoint. 

The vessels contemplated will embody 
the best technological advances of the 
decade since the late President Roosevelt 
called for a “bold and daring” merchant 
marine, and since Vice Admiral Howard 
L. Vickery, then vice Chairman of the 
Maritime Commission, declared that 
“America would have a merchant marine 
second to none,” in the post war period. 

An improved process of decommission- 
ing ships so that they may be put back 
into operation on comparatively short 
notice is being carried out at the Philadel- 
phia Naval Base. 

The heavy cruiser Brooklyn was decom- 
missioned recently under the process and 
transferred to the Sixteenth Fleet, to be 
made up entirely of “preserved ships.” 
Similar fleets will be strategically loéated 
throughout the country. 

Howard S. Cullman, Chairman of the 
Port of New York Authority, this week 


urged prompt restoration of coastwise 
shipping service abandoned as a war 
measure, in a report forwarded to the 


War Shipping Administration. He pointed 
out that more than a third of the peace- 
time shipping activity in the New Jersey- 
New York port was made up from these 
services. 

While stressing the continuing need of 
personnel for the U. S. Merchant Marine, 
the War Shipping Administration, this 
week cautioned seamen leaving the sery- 
ice for shoreside jobs to make prompt 
application for Certificates of Substan- 
tially Continuous Service to protect their 
re-employment rights under Public Law 
87. These rights are similar to those en- 
joyed by members of the armed forces, 
but, unlike an Honorable Discharge, a 
certificate can be issued only upon the 
seamen’s application.

bat the submarine menace along the coasts 
There had also been $08 other vessels acquired 
during the war through purchase, charter 
or gift, and all but 252 of these hag been 
disposed of. 

Following the defeat of Germany, port se 
curity measures on the Atlantic and Gp 
Coasts were relaxed. The examination of ves- 
sels leaving and entering ports was diseon 
tinued, as were identification card require 
ments and licenses for individual Vessel 
movements. Certain restricted areas on these 
coasts were abolished along with anti-sabo- 
tage water patrols and guards on cargo yes. 
sels and waterfront facilities. By the end of 
the 1945 fiscal year, only 34 ports had Coast 
Guard port protection as against 117 ports 
a year earlier; the total personnel engaged 
in such activities had declined from 23.917 
to 16,304. 

After V-E day, three port protective pro 
grams were intensified—fire fighting, super 
vision over explosive handling, and anti-ojj 
pollution. The training of personne! in fire 
prevention and fire-fighting techniques was 
followed by a program coordinated with the 
Army to improve and strengthen fire protec- 
tion measures at ports of embarkation, Thir- 
ty Navy fireboats, Coast Guard manned, were 
assigned to forward areas in the Pacific 
Supervisory activities over the proper han 
dling and stowage of explosives were ex 
tended to naval ammunition depots having 
port facilities, as well as to naval bases in 
the Pacific and to European ports handling 
explosives and ammunition then being de 
ployed to the Pacific. Finally, an intensive 
educational campaign against oil pollution 
in American ports was begun. With the sur 
render of Japan the size of the Coast Guard's 
munition handling details in the Pacific was 
considerably increased and their task of sn- 
pervising the handling and loading of ex- 
plosives for return to the United States was 
expected to extend over a period of several 
months. 

While the activities of Temporary Reser 
vists, who serve without pay and are prin 
cipally engaged in port security work, were 
being discontinued along the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts and the inland waterways sys- 
tems after V-E day, enrollments on the west 
coast did not relax with the heavy move- 
ments to the Pacific of personnel and sup- 


plies which continued up to the surrender 
of Japan. By 1 September 1945, however, 
there were less than 12,000 Temporary Re- 


servists assigned to active duty out of a one- 
time total of 52,333. Some of these were pi- 
lots, who, under limited control exercised 
by the Coast Guard, had handled 120,000 pi- 
lotage assignments in 39 ports during the 
1945 fiscal year. 

In July 1945, 64 fixed and 17 mobile LORAN 
(Long Range Nayigation) stations were be 
ing operated by the Coast Guard. This ad 
vanced method of establishing navigational 
positions by electronics had been installed 
promptly on Iwo Jima and Okinawa and pro- 
vided LORAN lines of position over the Jap 
anese mainland, making for successful bomb- 
ing missions. Forty-five RACON (Radar Bea 
con) stations which give, within 120 miles 
of the station, the distance and bearing of an 
airplane or ship, had been installed and 
were being operated by the Coast Guard on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and in Alaska. 
While certain aids to navigation in the At- 
lantic area used primarily for war purposes, 
such as swept channel markings, were being 
removed, there was an accelerated demand 
for aids to navigation throughout the Pacific 
area to facilitate the forward movement of 
our armed forces.

(II) To provide a means for insuring that 
officers selected for transfer to the regular 
Navy from reserve and temporary status be 
given equal opportunity in every way with 
their Naval Academy contemporaries. 

(111) To provide for continuing education 
at all levels of a naval officer’s career, 

Recommendations for solution to 
three problems constitute respectively Parts I, 
J, and III of the Board's report. 

Problem I 

® In its deliberations, the Board assumed 
that the postwar Navy would require 40,000 
line officers. Under prewar statutes such a 
corps of officers would require an annual in- 
vrement of 3,000. 

To provide such an increment entirely from 
the Naval Academy would require that that 
institution have a capacity of 15,000. Such 
capacity is physically impossible to achieve 
at Annapolis. 

Moreover, if officers 
way, the operation of selection 
would place large numbers of 
the retired list relatively early in their 
careers. The needs of the service re- 
quire a relatively large number of junior of- 
ficers compared to the number in senior 
ranks. The Board therefore sought a means 
of providing such numbers of junior officers 
without involving the continuing expense of 
a large retired list. 

3. In all of its deliberations, the Board 
was guided by two fundamental principles: 

(A) To insure maximum flexibility in na- 
val officer procurement and education in or- 
der best to provide for the unforeseeable 
needs of the future. 

(B) To provide for maximum unity of all 
branches of the naval service, and especially 
of the Navy and Naval Reserve. 

4+. With these considerations in mind, 
Board recommended that naval officers 
procured from four sources as follows: 

Aviation Officers 

(A) Naval aviation officer candidates would 
be selected on a merit basis from high school 
graduates and college freshmen and would 
be given a subsidy of tuition, textbooks, lab- 
oratory fees and $50 a month to attend any 
accredited college of their choice, Upon com-

pletion of two academic years they would 
then be ordered to flight training for one 
year, upon the completion of which they 


would be ordered to flight duty as Midship- 
men, USN. At the end of one year of such 
duty, they would be commissioned Ensigns 
in the Navy with probationary commissions. 

Upon completion of another year of duty 
in the fleet, they would elect and the Navy 
would select those to be career officers in the 
Navy. Upon selection they would be ordered 
to duty under instruction at the Naval Acad- 
emy, as officers, for two additional years. 

Those who did not elect a Navy career or 
were not selected for such would be offered 
commissions in the Nava! Reserve, and, pro- 
vided they continued with reserve aviation 
training, would be eligible to receive for two 
years an educational subsidy of tuition, text- 
books, laboratory fees and $100 per month 
at any accredited college of their choice, pro- 
vided that they remained in good’ academic 
standing. This benefit would be offered in 
consideration of the interruption of their col- 
lege work to undergo flight training and to 
give them the opportunity of qualifying them- 
selves for a civilian career. 

Line Officers 

(B) Line officer candidates would be se- 
lected on the basis of merit from high school 
graduates and college freshmen for entry into 
the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
Upon enrollment they would receive a sub- 
sidy of tuition, textbooks, laboratory fees and 
$0 a month for the four-year course at one 
of the 52 NROTC colleges. At the end of two 
years they might elect to transfer to the 
aviation program outlined in (A). Upon 
gtaduation they would be commissioned as 
Ensigns in the Navy with probationary com- 
missions and would go to duty in the fleet 
2 consideration of the support they had re- 
ceived in college. Opportunity would be given 
to those who desired to do so to transfer to 
the Naval Reserve upon the completion of a 
minimum of 15 months of active service. How- 
ever, inducements in the way of lump sum 
payments would be offered to those who 
elected to remain on active duty for two or 
three years. At the end of three years after 
Commissioning, such probationary officers 
Would elect and the Navy would select those 
who were to be career officers in the Navy.

The Board recommended 
that the size of the Naval Academy be don- 
bled in order that its output might be ap- 
proximately half of the total number of ca- 
reer officers entering the rank of lieutenant 
(jg). Naval Academy graduates would not be 
offered the opportunity of entering civilian 
life with a lump sum payment, since it is 
to be presumed that they had already elected 
the Navy as a career upon entry to the Naval 
Academy. The Board further recommended 
that the four-year course at the Naval Acad

emy be retained, 
its curriculum to insure that instructional 
time is devoted to fundamental concepts of

Naval Academy graduates would be com- 
missioned Ensigns in the Navy with proba- 
tionary commissions and thus would have the 
same designation as officers procured from 
other sources during the three years follow- 
ing initial commissioning, In the same way 
as is currently in effect, all graduates of the 
Naval Academy, except those deemed not sat- 
isfactory because of inaptitude demonstrated 
during the probationary period, would be 
given commissions as lieutenants (jg) after 
three years’ service as ensign. 

Equal Oppertunity 

5. The announced policy of equal oppor- 
tunity for selected reserve and temporary of- 
ficers who choose the regular Navy as a career 
was considered by the Board to have a fun- 
damental educational implication. Equality 
of opportunity in a profession cannot be 
said to exist unless all members of that pro- 
fession have comparable educational back- 
ground. The formal education of a number 
of officers now in reserve and temporary 
status was interrupted or accelerated, or both, 
because of the urgency for the need of their 
services in wartime. Hence, the Board was 
strongly of the opinion that the first step to 
be taken in providing the announced equal op- 
portunity was to establish a plan by which 
the education of those selected for the reg- 
ular Navy would be made comparable with 
that of graduates from the Naval Academy. 

To this end analysis was made of the Na- 
val Academy curriculum. It was found that 
approximately 2% academic years at that in- 
stitution were devoted to the pursuit of aca- 
demic subjecs and that the remaining 1% 
years were devoted to Naval Science subjects. 
The Board therefore recommended that all 
officers transferred to the regular Navy from 
reserve or temporary status should be given 
the opportunity to receive an academic edu- 
cation equivalent to 2% years at the Naval 


Academy. Since it is known that some of 
the officers affected have had no previous 
college experience, or have had a varying 


number of terms of college less than five, a 
graduated scale was devised to determine the 
number of additional terms or semesters of 
instruction that should be allowed.

Attention is invited to the fact that those 
who have had four semesters of college work 
would take two additional semesters rather 
than one. The Board recommended this be- 
cause it was convinced that one semester of 
college work would not be sufficiently long 
to permit the officer to derive any substan- 
tial benefit from the experience. 

To NROTCO Schools 

The Board recommended that officers af- 
fected by this plan be ordered to one of the 
52 NROTC institutions for their college 
work. The reason for this was that such 
procedure would make it possible for the 
Professor of Naval Science and Tactics at 
the institution to supervise the officers un- 
der instruction and to make certain that 
their courses of study included courses in 
mathematics, physics, and English. Other 
than these three prescribed subjects, the 
Board recommended that each officer be free 
to choose his own area of academic concen- 
tration. 

6. In order to provide Naval Science in- 
struction for transferred reserve and tem- 
porary officers, the Board recommended that 
after one year of sea duty such officers should 
be assigned to a General Line School at 
which intensive instruction in Naval Science 
subjects would be given. This school would 
be analogous to the General Line Course 
formerly given at the Postgraduate School 
at the U. S&S Naval Academy. It would be 











attended by officers who were graduates of 
the Naval Academy as well as by their Non- 
Naval Academy contemporaries. It would 
immediately provide for professional naval 
education for those transferred officers 
whose academic backgrounds were compar- 
able to that of graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy. In future years, it would provide a 
common unifying educational experience for 


officers obtained from the various sources

7. The General Line School recommended 


above would be the first of a series of pro 
fessional schools established for the pur 
pose of continuing the naval officer's educa- 
tion throughout his service career.

Department gave consideration to estab- 
lishing some form of selection from lieu- 
tenant colonel to colonel but decided to 
proceed with the present group under 

the existing seniority rule. 

Following the request of Senator 
Thomas, Utah, chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, for the withdrawal, 
Senator Hart said that “a very important 
and much larger point is involved in the 
question now being raised. It applies not 
only to one officer, but to the entire 349 
whose names appear on the list. This pro- 
motion list means that more than one- 
third of the future Regular Army list of 
colonels is involved. Those are the men 
who will be commanding the regiments of 
our future Army. In any body of 349 offi- 
cers there will be found varying degrees 
of efliciency, although all the officers un- 
der consideration have undergone a great 
deal of training and have performed satis- 
factory service for at least 28 years. 

“As the list came to the Military 
Affairs Committee the following fact was 
evident : Of the 349 officers whose names 
appear on the list, 92 had held, under 
temporary appointment, prior commis- 
sions either two or three grades higher, 
which meant that they had been selected 
upward as the best fitted for receiving 
promotion. Two hundred forty-two of 
them had been temporary colonels, or 
had been selected for promotion of one 
grade, and 15 had remained as lieuten- 
ant colonels througout the war. During 
the war a most important change was 
made which lay in the selection of offi- 
cers for promotion to the temporary 
#rades rather than strictly by seniority. 

“Now, in all probability, there are dif- 
ferences existing within these three cate- 
gories into which the list of 349 is di- 
vided. The service rendered by some of 
those officers during four years of war 
has without a doubt proved them to be 
more competent than others of the same 
list.

Priority of Units 

In the report of the War Department, 
the first priority in the organization of 
the new National Guard would be given 
to divisions and air units “of an appro- 
priate type.” The maximum number of 
divisions which the States can maintain 
will be organized, and the initial object 
will be a minimum of 18. Second priority 
will go to infantry regimental combat 
teams. The third priority will go to anti- 
aircraft artillery and signal aircraft 
warning units, with the objective of pro- 
viding the greatest practicable amount 
of antiaircraft protection to key indus- 
trial centers. Non-divisional combat units 
of the type used generally to reinforce 
divisions will compose the fourth priority, 
Units of other necessary types will be 
added to bring about a proper balance 
in the National Guard. 

The inactive National Guard, officers 
and enlisted men, is to be done away with 

The strength within individual States 
will be based on the ratio of males, 18-35 
years of age, in a State, to the national 
population in that age bracket. 

Initially, officers are to be selected from 
among wartime officers “who have demon- 
strated their qualification by actual per- 
formance in the grade or position con- 
templated.” After the initial reorganiza- 
tion of the Guard, officers will be selected 
in the following order: individuals with 
honorable and creditable records as com- 
missioned officers in the armed services; 
graduates of senior ROTC units; grad- 
uates of the Officers Candidate Schools 
and graduate aviation cadets; flight off- 
cers; specialists (ministers, doctors, and 
technical experts) ; and members of the 
Officers Reserve Corps.
